Tho elections have been won and lost 
and our congratulations go to the winners. 

Them are, liowever, one or two aspects 
■which strict neutrality has forbidden us to 
mention before. First, we would point to 
the interfaculty spirit which, seemed to 
manifest itudf in the nominations. One 
mail uaa iiamoU by Medicine, another by 
Knginecring and the third — the eventual 
winner — by Law, Arts and Commerce. It 
must in fairnp.-s, however, be admitted 
lhait Arts showed its usual apathy and re- 
mained uncommitted until yesterday. 

Ill n-cent years the fight has been be- 
tween men rather than between groups. 
Elections have tended to become a straight 
vote between two nominees f.ach supported 
by students disliking the other, usually for 
personal reasons. There may have been 
some value in this .■iyatcni — but, we fear, 
not very much. It is doubtful whether the 
interfaculty nominating system is an im- 
provement. Odviously, the bigger groups 
will put up the winning candidate. In time 
perhaps custom will devise a scheme 
whereby two men shall appear, represent- 
ing the univerBity as a whole and not any 
Kirigic faculty. Academic enrollment should 
Imj incidental in considering a man's fitness 
for office. 

In passing we should like to mention 
tho men who have been elected to the 
Athletic Hoard. Both are known as sports- 
men to whom physical condition is not a 
thing to be laughed at. 

Wc; Also Attract Attention 

It is rather a curious thing to see us 
provoked into making statements in this 
column. For several years we have been ac- 
ouswl of raising issues merely for the sake 
of seeing ourselves speak. But this lime the 
motivation comes from outside. We feel 
strongly neither way a.'< regards freshman 
initiation, though we certainly look back 
with horror on any sy.stems of such which 
have ever been in vogue at McGill. We pro- 
bably would have had nothing to .say on 
the f!ul)joct unless at least some comment 
was called for by the visit of the Vermont 
delegates looking for light, and finding 
JIcGill n place of darkness. 

But now the attitude we took in call- 
ing this darkness a liiis.sful one lias been 
clialleiigcd. Our usually fine, conservative 
Montreal press, so contented at other times 
to let us rant and rnvc alone, seems for the 
moment to have taken the Jead of the Tor- 
onto papers in regarding a college as the 
hc^t place to find fireworks which only 
need touching with the match of publicity 
to cause an explosion. The visit of the 
Vermont roprosenUitives is commented on 
in a now article, and an excerpt is made 
from the editorial which appeared in the 
Daily the same day, in which we pro- 
nounced the demise of the initiation rites 
here a timely one, and denied that the 
tribulation period added anything to the 
friendships made in first year. '.' 

The story then takes on a surprising 
tone for what purports to be a piece of 
news only. One might almost think there 
was some opinion aired in the paragraph 
which follows: 

"No mention, is made, however, of the 
g.,. fact that the boyish exuberance of the 
pï; undergraduates, which at one time spent 
itself, sometimes to the annoyance of the 
" public, on the playful hazing of freshmen, 
has now been turned into channels which 
produce street jubilations following hockey 
games." 

This is just a little too much. It is 
rather hard in the first place to have the 
■whole blame for these post-game disturb 
ances once more thrust on McGill. In thLs 
connection we might quote the remarks of 
one student we overheard recently, . who 
claimed that once - he became interested 
enough in an alleged McGill victory parade 
to follow it to see if he could recognise any 
one among the roisterers. As far as he 
couJd see none of them came from college. 
True, after fseveral attempts, a succe.'-sful 
capture pf, some bona, fide students was 



made after the Harvard game; seldom, 
however are they in the majority. 

But what might lead one on to pages 
of contradictory reminiscences is the im- 
plication that there was less "hell-raising" 
in the hazing days than there is now. In 
the old days the hazing week was only a 
small disturbance among others raised by 
the college during the year. The theatre 
night of some years back did begin with 
some dramatic entertainment, but that was 
only an excuse for the rest of the evening. 
Similarly after each game raids on the 
lower part of the town were the oi'der of 
the day. 

The principal object of attack always 
used to be the bulletin boards outside the 
newspaper offices. Perhaps it is because 
neither of the papers has an uptown of- 
fice now that the press is unable to keep 
tab on the number of celebrations indulged 
in, and thus they made such a mistake as 
to think there is more rowdj'ism now. 
These men of twenty years ago are rather 
proud of their big nights. They will be 
justly enraged that the city papers place 
the undergraduates of today beside them 
as public nuisances. 

No, freshman hazing never gave an 
outlet for steam, but rather worked the 
undergraduate l}ody into a heat from 
which it spouted all year. Along with the 
lawlessness engendered came a spirit of 
fellowship which was the excuéb for fresh- 
man rules, initiations, and all the other 
observances of the first two weeks. We 
have not yet had time to see whether this 
spirit is lost through lack of hazing; but in 
any case we are sure that it can never be 
sensibly regained by reviving any of the 
old customs; if something is needetl, it 
must be something new and better.

A grim comedy. The satire is too intense and 
complete to Invite that sympathy for the characters 
and that healthy laughter at vice which marks 
the highest comcdlc» for my own part, 1 felt that 
the role of the simple Coloinbu was. In the scene 
with Volpone, almost tragic, and 1 could not en- 
tirely share In the laughter which greeted her 
naive remarks before the court of justice. But the 
play, u adapted by Stefan Zweig and translated 
Into Engllkli by Ruth Langncr, the version here 
used, ia full of humour and Incident, moving for- 
ward easily by the employment of tho time unity 
convention. It was necessary to cut the more 
bawdy dialogue of Jonson, wiiicli did not tend to 
sharpen the characterisation, but that was of 
small account In the large. ^ 
At one time today the fate of the play hung 
in the balance, as both the principal characters 
raved In from the strain of jireparaiion. but botli 
i.:harli-s Ritionliouiio and Jacques Ilerdt— Volpone 
nnil Mosca — cnnio back to master arduous roles. 
The former, whoso versatlllt.v we have seen" here 
In Tuletlde Keveln and known of elsewhere In 
Gilbert and .Sullivan, altematcd the sick scoundrel 
and tho lustful liar to perfection. He .also com- 
posed the Incidental ^ons at the brginning of the 
pUy, a tune which combined Elizabethan fancy 
with modern self-complacency In key with the 
production. Alosca was superb, except for a ten- 
dency lo legato gesture. Thé most difficult achieve- 
ment in some respects was that of the ever-popular 
William Slatkoff in character as an aged miser. 
Space forbids mention of the rest of the cast, and 
I will leave them regretfully with saying /that they 
in no wise let the principals down. 

The technical accuracy and beauty of the sets 
and costumes forecast a unanimity of first divi- 
sions in May. But, above all, the largtst (hare 
of tho credit for an outstanding production ia tin- 
doubtedly tha director's, Slit's io ray, who I know 
not only inspired all thei '.workers to the limit* of 
their capaclllc«, but has also thp satisfaction of 
regarding perhaps the finest of many fine achieve- 
ments for tho McGill Ttaei^tre as she 'prepares to 
sa^ good-bye. .>

'LAUGH WAR AWAY' 

LEGISLATOR'S PLEA 



"This coming generation must Iau;;h 
war away," is tho opinion of Miss 
Jcannc'-'.e Itankin, the first woma.i 
elected '.u United States Congress, aa 
expressed In an Interview granted to 
The Dally Orange yesterday. It la the 
privilege ot the young people ot today 
— and particularly college and unlv<;r- 
slty Btudc is — to deride whether or 
not the in--thod of settling a dispute by 
blowing off a mon's noso Is to be rec- 
ognized hs an absurdity, sho believes. 

The definite ways In which the col- 
Icso undergraduate may promote the 
project of pi.-ace were outlined by Miss 
nankin. I'lrst, every Student Interested 
In the subject should write to th j 
President, their representative In the 
Mouse, a{iâ the Senators from their 
.state. It would be more effective If the 
wrltci^ sta|cd~hli~opInIon In the form of 
a subtly worded question.- The student 
should not be discouraged when he re- 
ceives a form letter selected by a sec- 
retary In answer to his first query. 

As tho second step, he should re- 
spond with the Inference that his ques- 
tion was not properly answered and 
inlglil well be more carefully consld- 
orcil. Hcvpr:il altcnipt.s of this nature 
will call tho attention ot the Senator, 



ncprcscntatlvc, or rrcalOcnt, himself, 
to the correspondent. Jlls question 
will then be answered directly, nnd If n 
HufflclciU number of .stuilcnts do thlF., 
It will servo to li.ing the subject ot 
peace before the govcrnnient as a mat- 
ter of concern among tho people. 

Miss Rankin has great faith in the 
ability of the modern generation to 
successfully outlaw war. They have 
been born In a sclentiriccra, and thus 
are able to view facts In their rational 
and analytical «?poct. Tlio «tîning 
strains of martial niUBic and tread ot 
marching tcct cannot offset thi.s prac- 
tical attitude. Itut, she adds, there is 
the poEslblllty of furthering thç canse 
of peace by presenting it In as drama- 
tic a light as war itself, 

Tho cotlego student should not con- 
fine his peace propaganda to the 
catnpus. Classes come and go, and do 
not always leave a dellnlto tradllioi 
behind, but permanent organiratlons 
remain from one year to another. 
Therefore, labor unions and labor 
groups of any kind are an extremely 
Important medium through which this 
t.vpc of work may be carried on. Much 
effective legislation, concluded Mias 
nankin, has been brought about in 'his 
manner,

Contrary tij the prevailing belief 
among tiie student body. Dr. Kmer- 
son Is tho holder ot .a medical degree, 
so that tho' nickname, "Doc," .by' which 
he is popularly known at'tont the.

(Continued from Pago One) 
cecded to l'aiis where lie met tho 
most etillplitPncd niPU of Hip day, 
among thcrn Diderot and Uouffon.

nncournged by Diderot, Uou.sscau 
entered an essay ,in the' competition 
offered by tho Paris "Mercure" on tho 
subject whether the establlshmcn*. > ( 
art.s .and sclcnc.p has iiintrihutcd to 
purify murals. He thus produced onn 
of the finest pieces of proao In the 
French language. Keflectlng what he 
had seen in l'arisian circles, llousseau 
went on to prove that the sti iiggic for 
position and honor was soinciii iig tha". 
was dctrhiiPiital to moral life. Tli-j 
.\cadajny ut DlJon awarded him the 
first prize, and Itousseau became 
famous, not as n mualc'an, .but as n 
writer and moralist. 

Privata Lifa 

Ilous.'paii did not arccpl his obll- 
gnllon a,s man tn Iniiiian m>c cty. How- 
ever, ho paid tlie i>onalty In full. For 
we find steady stream of remorse 
In the various notes that he left, lie 
was known frequently to have anid 
that tho father ot .a flock in a noble 
thing. At tho end of h's life ho tried 
In make amends, and tho education 
in lilmilo Is result. 

In his Origin of the Inequality of 
Mankind Rousseau traces tho deterl- 
alien of primitive man by civilisation. 
Normal compassion for fellow man 
was forgotten In the "petulant egoism 
of modern civilisation." Tho solu- 
tion that llousseau offers Is the estali- 
ishmont In society of today of a re- 
public In which tho Interest of tho 
whole body Is, made tho interest ot 
each and everyone. This will check 
egoism. 

itoufscau was the defender of re- 
ligion against material'am. Hia ideal 
ot God was that of perfect Justice and 
righteousness. He staunchly denied 
the exlMenco ot Hell and he was rep- 
rimanded by the Jesuits and Uie 
political ministers of the day. Rous- 
seau firmly believed In tho extreme 
importance ot domestic life and edu- 
cation for tho formation of moral 
character.
